by the Prime Minister, Mr 


Winston Churchill, when he toasted the health of the new 
American Ambassador, Mr John Winant, at the Pilgrims 


Society luncheon to-day. 


* The Prime Minister expressed a 
“sense of encouragement and  fortl- 
flention in the’ resolve which has 
come ‘to us from across the occan by 
those stiring, august, fateful ‘Pra- 
sidential words." : 

He reminded Mr Winant’ that he 
hud,come to a community which had 
been tried and, proved before man- 
‘kind and history to a degree and on 
n scale and under conditions pre- 
viously unknown to human e¢x- 
perience. - 

“We have our faults," he sald, “but 
I hope, with God's help, we will be 
able to prove that a state Or com- 
monwealth of nations founded upon 
{freedom possesses, amid the sharpest 
shocks, the faculty of survival in a 
high, honourable and, indeed, 
glorious degree. The words and acts 


of the President and people of the» 


United States come like a draught of 
life and tell us we all no. longer 
alone. We know that other hearts 
in scores of millions beat with oura, 
other strong hands wield hammers 
and shape the weapons we need, 


other, keen, gleaming eyes are fixed}, 


in hard conviction upon tyrannics 
that. must and will be destroyed. 

“The Battle of ‘the Atlantic must be 
now In a decisive monner. if the 
declared policies of the Gevernment 
and people of the United States are 
not to be forcibly frustrated. Not 
only German U-boats but battle 
cruisers have crossed the Atlontic 
and have already sunk some of our 
ships not sailing in convoy. They 
have sunk ships as far west as the 
42nd meridian of longtitude. 

“Over here an intense, unrelenting 
struggle is being waged to -bring in 
an endless stream of munitions ond 
food, without which our war cfforts 
here and in the Middle Enst—for 
that shall not be relaxed—cannot 
be maintained.

Confidence In Face 
Of High Figures 


2. London, Mar, 18. 

Mercantile losses due to enemy 
action in the weele ended at midnight 
on March 9 were announced by the 
Admiralty to-day as totalling 25 
ships of 98,832-tonnage, comprising 20 
British ships of 84,244 tons and five 
Allicd ships of 14,588 tons. This 
total is a third less than the figure 
for Inst, week, which has now been 
corrected to total 141,314 tons Instead 
of 148,038 tons and one Britlsh ship 
fewer is now Included in the sinkings. 

in the same week ithe Germans 
claim to have sunk 143,061 tons and 
the Ttnlinns 2U,000 tons, making u 
total enemy claim of 163,661 tons of 
merchant shipping sunk. 

The figures for the Jast fortnight 
cannot be taken as a definite indlca- 
tion of what-may happen In the 
coming ‘months and_ authoritative 
circles realise that Britain must be 
prepared to face losses until the 
Battle of the Atlantle 4s won. 
“Anxiety tempered with confidence” 
Is a suitable attitude to the period 
when the enemy i{s bringing into 
play his maximum forces In three 
dimenslons—on, over, and under the 
sca. 

The fact that Sir Percy Noble has

Mr Wilson was educated at St 
John's School, Leatherhead, Surrey, 
and on lJenving school joined the 
Army.

He re- 
culls with amusement that he Ilteral- 
ly “grew up" in the Army, He was 
even too small for the bantams; as 
his height was 4ft. 11 In. and his

Dean Wilson served in the ranks 
for three years, and, after being a 
sergeant, obtained » commnission in 
the Durham Light Infantry, and was 
uizettdd to the» 13th 
France. On returning home he went 
up to Qucen’s College, Oxford, in 
1919, and took his B.A. degree in 
1922, after which he went to Persia 
as n.Jayman to teach at the Stuart 
Memorlal College ot Isfahan. 

The Dean returned to England to 
go to the Theological College at 
Oxford in 10924, and was ordained the

Michnel’s Cathedral, Coventry, where 
fur three years he ‘was under the 
Sub-Dean, Canon H. St B. Holland, 
E ls now Bishop of Wellington,

HER OF THEIR FEARS 


“It will be just like the other war. . 


How can we defeat England without 


invading it—how can we invade England without. being defeated?” ‘That was how 
-German_officers-in_occupicd-France—talked-to-tho—wif¢e-of-M.-Pierre-Krier,;-Luxem-— 
bourg’s Minister of Labour, who had to spend nearly six months in the Nazi-con- 


trolled territory. 


M. Krier, veteran trade unionist and Socialist leader of the 
“no¢ket Grand Duchy,” who recently reached London, told a “Daily 


Herald” of his wife’s experiences, 


He told, too, of bitter rivalry, 


between the regular German tirmy and the picked Nazi S.S, forma- 


tions. 

When his country was invaded 
by the Germans in May—for 
the second time within 25 years 
<M. Krier first settled, with his 
staff, in Dijon, Burgundy. *‘ 


Second Flight 


But within one month he had to 
escupe again, He -arrived in Lisbon 
during the outumn. 

Part of the Luxembourg Cnbinct, 
with the Grand Duchess . and her 
family, went to Canada. 

It was decided that the Foreign 
Minister, M. Bech, and the Minister 
of Labour should go to London and 
keep in touch with the British 
Government. x 

Durlog the invastan’ of France,. M. 

‘Kricr was separated from his wife, 
Madame Lily Krier-Beeker, well- 
known In the International Socialist 
movement, . . 

For nenrly six months she had to 
stay In the German occupied zone. 

It was only in December that she 
monaged to get out of France and 
saw her husband again in Lisbon. 
Then she went across to Canada, 

She speaks German fluently, und 
It was of her experiences, first In a 
fittle town in Burgundy ond later dn 
Paris, that M. Krier spoke. 


Polite Opening 
“In the first weele of the Invasion,” 
he sald, “everybody In France was 
agrecably surprised -by the politeness 
of the German troops.” 

“But the feeling of relief soon 
vanished when the fighting troops 
were followed by the bilack-uni- 
formed SS, detachments, which be- 
came the masters. 

“Theso men were rude, rulbless, 
haughty, They did all the dirty 
work of arresting, searching, ques- 

tloning and requisitioning which 
the people had feared. 

“Les Quarante-Quatre, volla les 
(‘The forty-Fours~ 
those are the wicked men‘) beenme a 
current phrase among. the French.” . 

It referred to the special S.S. badge 
ou armlets and caps, a‘ “ightning” 
eel which recalls the figure forty- 

‘our. : 
The officers and men of the regu- 
lar a did not conceal their djr- 
gust and hatred for the GS., sald M. 
Krier, 


Snubbed S.S. Men 

They openly tatked about it to the 
French people. “We are Germans,” 
they snid, “but these men are Nazis.” 

They also complained bout .the 
higher pay of the S.S.—who were 
never sent Into the battle—and could 
afford champagne’ and better wines 
and food than army pay would buy. 

“Often Germurr officers or soldiers 
sitting In restaurants and cafes would 
ostentatiously Ieave os soon as S.S. 
men stepped In.” declared M. Krier. 

“My wife had to get permission in 
the little Burgandy town where she 
was caught by the-invasion, to leave 
for Paris In order to get awny from 
‘France. . 

"So: she had frequenily to talk at 
‘he local ‘Kommandantur’ with the 
army officers in charge of the travel- 
ling permits, 

“That was in August. 


They Saw Defeat 


“The oMicers—mostly elgerly men, 
reserve officers who had fought in 
the last war—were. outspoken in their 
pessimism. . . 

“They often said to my wife:— + 

“It will happen exactly Ike in the 
other . war—one success after an- 
other, then we lIose..the whole wart!’ 

“My wife orrived In Paris tn the 
first days of September. ia ce : 

“She observed the same signs of 
antagonism between, the army ond 
the SS, 

“She even heard S.3S. men ‘grum- 
bling about some of thelr own officers, 
boys of 22 or 23 who had secured 
promofion through ‘recommendation 
by some Party boss,’ ‘ 

“The German army officers and 
men in Paris had ¢njoyed life for 
more than two months—with much 
money to spend on drinks and food. 


The Marching Men 


“One day the Parisians saw long 
military coltimns marching to the 
Gare du Nord. 

“Everybody was atruck by the com- 
plete change in these men overnight, 
They marched Hke- automata, with 
“faces of stone’—lke men who 
reallsed that their merry life had been 
only ‘a last respite before © certain 
death, : 

‘These were the: troops bound for 
the North of Franco as the invasion 
army against Britain.

Charged with the murder of his 
three-months’-old sun, Lo  Kingeyu, 
uhas La Yick, 32, suid to be a 
journalist, was found by a Jury to 
be insane and unit to stand his trial,! 
when he appeared before the Chiet 
Justice, Slr Atholl -MacGregor, . at 
the Criminal Sessions this morning, 

The Jury reached: thelr Binding 
after evidence of the Accuscd’s 
mental state had been given by Drs 
Cc. W. Lam and G. H. ‘thomas, both 
of the Government Mental Hospital. 

‘After the charge had been formnl- 
ly read to the Accused by the Clerk 
of the Court, Mr IL W. Lee, who 
was instructed by Mr C. Y. Kwan 
for the defence, raised the question 
of the Accused's fitiy to plead, The 
Accused, said) Mr Lee, had been 
certified by two Government doctors 
lo be suflering fram confusionat in- 
sanity, and being in that state, he 
was not in ft state to plead.
